DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



1. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-14, 16-21, 23, 25-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bille et al '684 in view of Ruiz '722. 

Bille et al teach the wavefront analyzer 54 and topography analyzer comprising computer 
22 can be used to control the spatially distributed ablation pattern of an excimer laser. See col. 5, 



One of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to use the laser treating device 
of Bille et al for forming a wavefront analysis and topography analysis for input to the topography 
system 42 of the Ruiz device because Bille et al suggest use with a device similar to that disclosed 
in Ruiz and the device of Bille et al provides sufficient data points to provide a good source for 
subsequent data manipulation for the interface with the Ruiz device. 

Regarding claim 17, Ruiz discloses a spot scanning excimer laser comprising an adjustable 
beam spot. See col. 12, lines 6-10.
